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LEAVES FROM MY SPORTING NOTE BOOK.

I adjourned flic Court at Hennepin on Friday inuruiug. and iih 1 stepped 
down from the Beneh, I was met by Cook, who was then State's Attorney 
in this Circuit, who informed me that he had made arrangements with Cissel 
and Simpson for a Turkey hunt by moonliglit that night, at whieli 1 must 
be <^ne of the party. Now, the two gentlemen named were s|)ortamen of 
the oid frontier type, who thought the rifle the only piece, a gentleman 
should ever look over, and would not use a shot-gun, unle.ss on the greatest 
provocation. They knew the favorite ranges of all the different kinds of 


game in the i-ountry, nnd as for turkeys, each claimed to have his private 
markjnu at least a ihousaud, and kuew exactly where to find them. 

As 1 had t-wo days at my disiaisal, t:ook knew 1 was not proof against 
such a proposition, espoeialiy as Ite liad seen my rifle standing in a corner 
<if my room at llio hotel, and so had made the arrangement with the utmost 
confidenee. Now, I had not the heart In disappointJiiitj,under the cipciim 
stances, and so with lillle persuasion I consented. 

It was a fine Indian Summer day late in Oelolier. Heavy frosts had pre¬ 
vailed at niglil, and the leaves liad nearly all fallen from the deciduous 
trees; the iiKain was nearly at its full, and everything promised a charming 
night for Ihc spoil propo.sed. The plat e selected by the cxiteris was aboiil 
five miles up Ibe Illinois River, where the hoiiom altoundcd in aeorn-beur- 
iug oaks, and where ihe birds had gathered in great numbers to the feasl. 
As Ihc sirort was not lo begin till sunset, it was iinneecssary to start till 
after dinuer: so the forenoon was passed in leisurely preparations, and a 
few praeticp .shots lo see that all was righl. As Cook and I were not sup¬ 
posed to be expert with the rille l)y moonlight, we were kindly furnished 
with heavy fowling pieces by some frionds, wliieh were said to be t-riiel 
when properly chsi-getl with BBBpellets and rightly handled. t 

.Vfler an early dinner we stowed our / «/».' in a skitf, including my rifle, 
some i-ooking utensils, some condimculs, some bread, |»ork, eoft'ec and 
sugar, aud jittliap.r olher uiec tilings for Ihc camp. Cissel set us over the 
river, and llicii pulled away up stream to Join us at Turkey Island, while 
Simpson led the way on shove. The fresh-fallen leaves tilled the forest 
with a picasant perfume, and 1 rr-Joieed once more lo be in the fn-c wootl- 
lands witlioul resimusiliilily or a care, listening lo Hie songs of the birds or 
the barking of Hu- srpiirrels, or, wliiil was much more eomniou, Ihc quHck- 
ing of tlip ducks whicIi sprung from ev ery pond or bayou w-hieh w-e passed. 
I'pon some of these we praelised, and pi-o> ed our pieces to he all they hail 
been recommended; so Hint Conk and myself made quite a hag before we 
reached Ihe Turkey groiiiul. Aa for Simpson, lie made no attempc with his 
rifle to sliool a duck upon Hie wing, nor yet sitting; Indeed he had a very 
jaior opinion of dtirks and duck shooting anyway, and if I had not held the 
Court of which he was sheritV, 1 ilouhi if he would have lieliied ean-y the 
game, wliieh now began to weigh down rallier lieavily. 

fA-l me stop here lo say, that w-e liiid nol to wail for a cold storm anil 
• high wind lo drive dow n Hie w ild fowl fi-oin Hie Norih. lo gel good shoot¬ 
ing along Hie Illinois river; for. Iwenly-flve years ago. many durks sum¬ 
mered here, and is-ared Hieir young. Only sixteen years ago, I found a 
wild diii-k’s nest in Hie goninds now im-loseiriu one of my parks. Then, 
we could And good duck shooting on a pieasiiiit day. and needed nol to ride 
a half a day hy rail to fliul the ground. 

When we reached the bank opposite Turkey Island, we found Ciseel hud 
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already arrived with the boat. For the last two miles we had seen Turkey 
sign in abundance. In open ground and thicket, the leaves were all scratched 
into littie bunches, leaving naked places between them; assuring us that 
turkeys were ali around us, though as yet we had not seen a live feather. 
A turkey seems to have no sense of smell, so that you need to have no re¬ 
gard to the course of the wind when hunting them; but their senses of sight 
and hearing are wonderfully a’cute and accurate. They require no motion 
to aid the sight, as do most quadrupeds in order to identify an object, but 
they will recognize a human face alone at a great distance; and my com¬ 
panions assured mo that they will distinguish the human step in a dark 
night under their roosts, from that of a horse or cow, so that it requires 
great skill and caution to approach them on their roosts. They readily rec¬ 
ognize the cautious movements of the hunter from the careless bearing of 
the pedestrian or the laborer. From the first, they will flee, long before 
they are seen themselves, while they will remain near the others a long 
lime, if they think they are not actually seen. The skillful turkey hunter 
lakes advantage of these characteristics, which he carefully studies. When 
hunting them on the roost, he will often assume a careless air, and go 
whistling and singing with a heavy tramp through the forest; or, two will 
hunt in company, talking and laughing together as if they had no thought 
of hunting turkeys, keeping, however, a sharp lookout on liitiusi trees; 
and this careless mien is kept up till the moment the shot is fired, and after; 
so that several may sometimes be pecked off before the balance take wing. 
The ingenious hunter will often take a cow-bell, in the forests where cattle 
range with this ornament, and imitate, as much as possible, the step of a 
quadruped, and jingle the bell ns if carried by a cow. This is only prac¬ 
tised when it is so dark below that the game cannot distinguish objects. 
While it is possible sometimes to approach a flock of wild turkeys, undis¬ 
covered, in the day time, it is in general very difBcult to do so. The skill¬ 
ful hunter secretes himself in the turkey range, and awaits their approach. 
This may be secured by the tw keycoll —imitating the call of a turkey. 
This may be done to absolute perfection by practice, with the use of one of 
the bones of the second joint of the turkey’s wing which is hollow; one end 
being placed in the mouth, while the other is muffled with the hands. Al¬ 
though this is more successful during the treading season in the spring and 
early summer, it is pnictised with success in the fall as well. 

I left my fowling-piece in the boat, and took my rifle. We received our 
directions from the old hunters and repaired to the separate place assigned 
us, which was near where the birds were in the habit of roosting. The 
best time, of all the twenty-four hours for hunting turkeys, is between sun 
set and dark.. So soon as the sun sets they commence flying to their roosts | 
and this continues till it is quite dark. In the fall of the year the old 
cocks roost separate from the hens and young broods. Sometimes one hen 
and her young will be found roosting together and sometimes several; but 
when there are many, they scatter over considerable ground and occupy a 
good many trees. It is a mistake to suppose that a turkey is not easily start¬ 
ed from his perch at night. He will do so the moment he suspects mis¬ 
chief ; and he is watchful and wary to detect the least sign of danger, when 
he will lake wing and be off. He is more suspicious after dark than before. 
He is the least likely to take alarm the moment he reaches his perch or 
when he is aliout to rise from the ground for that purpose. Get amongst a 
flock of turkeys after some of them have gone up, and they seem to have 
lost what little sense they ever had. At the report of the gun they will fly 
up to the low branches and look around in bewilderment, and when again 
similarly alarmed they will fly a little way to another low branch. This 
remark is the least applicable to the old cocks. They are more usually 
found alone and perch in the tops of the highest trees, and if alarmed will 
take a longer flight. They rarely go to the top the first effort, but pre¬ 
fer to roost by the way on lower branches when they will stand an alarm 
which at any other time would send t_em away in a hurry. 

I reached the place assigned me some time before the sun had reached 
the horizon, and seated myself in a secure cover listening intently for the 
sign ; which might be the rustling of the leaves by a flock going to their 
roosting place, or else the heavy flight of a bird to the trees. This may be 
heard, if an old cock, half a mile in a still evening. The stillness was not 
oppressive to me, though it was profoundly still. 1 was in the wild wood 
in the free and fragrant air, with the hush of nature all around me. I 
have always loved wild scenes. The unbroken forest, the untrodden prairie, 
the dark shadow of the canyon, the mountain’s rooky side or its ragged 
peak fill me with sensations of unspeakable delight. Now, I felt like a boy 
just let loose from school who had played till he had worked off the first 
exuberance of spirits, and had just sat down to rest himself in the cool 
shade by a spring of water. I had been for months tied np in the musty 
court-house from morning to night and often far into the night, with mind 


intent upon the affairs of others, and weighed down by responsibilities and 
the fear that I might not always do the right. Who, with tastes like mine 
—and I suppose all sportsmen have, else they would not undergo fatigue to 
get into the midst of nature’s wildness—will doubt the supreme luxury of 
those still moments of silent watching and listening? 

Quite as soon as I expected it—for the sun had scarcely ceased to shine 
upon the tree tops—I heard the well known thunder of a big turkey’s flight 
about sixty rods away, and saw him as he lit on a big branch of a large 
oak. Here I knew he would remain some minutes before he would proceed 
to his final perch. 1 immediately selected another large tree within shoot¬ 
ing distance, and cautiously fell back out of sight and changed my posi¬ 
tion so as to bring it between us, and then carefully approached. It hap. 
pened to be admirably located and surrounded for my purpose, and I felt 
sure of my bird; and he was certainly a magnifleent one. I deliberately 
drew a bead upon him and pulled. The cap exploded but there was no 
other report. 1 was surprised and vexed of course; but there was no 
time to spare. The cock showed that he had heard the cap, but did not 
seem very much alarmed. I hastily put on another cap, which exploded 
as before. The bird now raised himself to his full height, stretched out 
his neck, and looked anxiously around. I stepped behind my tree, put on 
another cap, and, with my hat off, cautiously looked beyond my blind just 
enough to sec he still stood there but was alarmed. That cap sci-ved me 
the same ns the other had, when the bird instantly bade me good-bye, and 
flew away to the island. An examination showed there was no charge in 
the gun. I knew it was loaded when 1 placed it in the boat, and of course 
1 only thought it necessary to put on a cap when I started out. When we 
met, I learned that Cissel, on the way had picked it up and'shot it at a fly¬ 
ing duck. The result was I lost the turkey and he did not get the duck. 
But there was no time to give to chagrin. 1 hastily walked away towards 
a position I thought better. I soon heard the report of a rifle close by me 
and instantly some turkeys flew up into some low branches. I drew upon 
the nearest and he fell; before I was half loaded, there was another report 
and I heard another turkey fall, when another flew up within reach and I 
secured him. The flock now left us, and in picking up my game met 
Simpson similarly employed. We had two young turkeys each. We la-sh- 
ed them to our backs and immediately separated, for time was precious. I 
saw no more, and after It was quite dark proceeded to the boat, where I 
found the rest of the party waiting for me. They had brought in three, so 
our score was now seven turkeys; besides the ducks, and some enormous 
fox squirels which Simpson had picked upon the way, us he said, for our 
suppers : but I soon after was satisfied that he selected them becau.se. tliey 
were unusually large. They looked like tommy cats.

Poultry Farming. 


To THE Editor op the Field. —Seeing in a recent number an article on 
poultry raising, and having been a successful raiser of poultry for many 
years, both on a large and small scale, perhaps a few woras may be ac¬ 
ceptable on the matter. For many years I never bought an egg, yet we 
were using sometimes over 4<X) eggs a week (I never kept an egg a week) 
and when traveling in France and Switzerland carried some of my favori¬ 
tes along—" Brahmas’’—and always had my own fresh eggs on the hotel 
table for breakfast. These facts will prove I have had some experience in 
the matter. Keeping poultry on a large scale looks well on paper, and 
when added by the credits amount to something enormous, but practical 
experience shows somewhat differently. In the first place, thorough 
knowledge of poultry is requisite in the minutest details and no amount of 
theory 'Will suflSce ; therefore, I have no hesitation In sa^ng, nobody, un¬ 
less a poultry raiser for years, could have success on a large scale and 
only then when coupled with every facility for his undertaking, viz : cap¬ 
ital, cheap land, plenty of it, a good market and easy transport. Fowls must 
not be crowded ; twenty-five at most. In a lot. (I have had GO). For eggs 
alone one rooster in each lot is suffleient. One acre of ground is required 
for each batch of hens, this divided again by two, by a fence ; a house in 
each division, exactly alike, and in the same place, so that every week or 
two they can be changed from one to the other. By this means, the ground 
will not become tainted, If you keep them for years. In each lot must be 
a general patch, and a shed large enough for them to shelter from the rain ; 
as well as a place to put ashes in, for a dust bath. Each lot should be 
clover end grass. Fresh water eveiy day and plenty of it, in fountains of 
one sort or another (I used Bailly’s of Mount St.) so that they cannot foul 
it. Their food should be frequently changed. In winter, I always give 
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warm soft food every morning with cayenne peper In It, and always remove it 
as soon as they are finished eating; and in feeding corn or barley, or any 
other grain, oats are worthless, be careful to throw down no more than they 
can consume at once, and scatter it far and wide in the grass. Their 
houses must be frequently whitewashed, their nests cleaned out every week, 
and their itcrchcs oxainlncd. I used ashes on the floor and cleaned it every 
week. But I saw an article somewhere the other day, saying that if you 
had twughs made for their ilmppings, leaving them under their perches, 
the parasites were effectually kept from the hens and irerches, giving some 
good reasons for the same. If this is so, it will save s groat deal of trouble. 
Never have a real egg for a nest egg, but have nest eggs turned in a lathe ; 
you can get woorl any color to match the eggs. Take your egg.s out two 
or three times a day, if possible, l)ui never let anyone go for then> or even 
into their houses unless on cleaning days exceiit yourself or whoever tends 
to and feeds them ; for hens are not partial to sirangem and dislike too 
many hands around them, hut lie who feeds Ihem can do anything with 
them if he is gentle. f'

On Breeding Hounds. 


In breeding hound-s we have lobe fully as particular as wc are in breed¬ 
ing pointers and settei’s, Bcfme choosing our dogs and bloofl bitches, their 
characters ought to-lie fully dcvcloiicd, and it will take at least I wo .seasons 
for us to be thoroughly acquainted with them, and if three all the better. 
The sire should lie a hard worker, a (|uirk liunter and a goo<l drawer. By 
quick wo do not mean fast; a quick hound turns with the scent, a fust one 
overruns it. The hitches must have width in their loins, and length in 
their flanks. Never bi'ccd from an old liitch, although you can put a 
young bitch to an old dog, with expectation of a fine litter. In .shape 
bounds should have a wide head, «ide chests and wide, ribs, bams long, 
short from hocks to feet, thighs muscular, feet round, forelegs short and 
straight, shoulders well set back, the neck long and clean, although wc pre¬ 
fer the neck a little throaty. The earlier in the year the pupa are liovn, 
the bettor. A diary should always be kept, and after every days sporty 
the pcrfonnanccs of the different hounds, who have distinguished them¬ 
selves, noted down in it, as well ns remarks of wind and weather, etc., and 
it will prove hereafter when choosing your sires from your two or three sea¬ 
son hounds an invaluable recoM, by help of which you can at once choose 
exactly what hound you wish to mate, for you must mate mental qualifica¬ 
tions, ns well ns n symmetrical form; i. c., what qualitie.s your bitch may 
be deficient in, should be in preponderance in the sire. If your diary is 
kept alphabetically, very little trouble w'ill be experienced in running back 
two or three yeai's to sec the jicrformanecs of different hounds in the field. 
When your bi-ootl bitches arc heavy, they should no longer be left in the 
kennel, but have a place appropriated to themselves with an inclosed place 
to run in, the larger the better. If they can be left loose, only shutting 
them up at night, is will be a great benefit to both mother and pups. Four 
are sutfleient to leave with the leave mother; the longest and heaviest. 
When the puppies are a few days old, cut off dcwr-laws and a bit of the 
tail with a sharp pair of scis,sors. 


C/IjV one good dog be bought JN ENGl.AXD ? 


Amongst our American gentlemen there arc numbers of wealthy siiorts- 
men, who spare no money to procute the best of guns and dogs. One of 
our countrymen has been visiting England lately, with a view to finding 
some good setters or pointers, thinking that country to be " the foundation 
of the best blood in almost any kind of breeding.” That his fellow- 
countrymen may judge of his success and profit by his experience, wc 
print for their benefit a letter written by him to one of the leading London 
sporting journals, and its answ'cr thereto. The journal in qustion heads his 
letter, “A Yankee in Search of a Setter." Wc should like to inquire why 
an American gentleman must invariably be dubbed a Yankee by every 
English paper. We certainly do not call English gent/tmen, “cockneys." 

However, the American is evidently no simpleton to be gulled into buy¬ 
ing dogs of an inferior quality, and speaks his mind in some very biting 
sarcasm. From his experience, and from the nature of the advice tendered 
him by the journal to which he wrote, it will be seen that scarcely any dog 
of sterling value can be bought. This will be news to most of our readers; 
who have undoubtedly supposed that in England, which furnishes a hun¬ 
dred dog shows to our one, quantities of the best blooded dogs were await¬ 


ing purchasers. Our friend’s tetter, and the answer he received, rends as 
follows; 

‘ I am in a quandary, and thus. 1 came to England with the feeling that 
here at least, and without perndventure, I could be able to find good setters 
or pointers, good, not only in work and training, but good also in absolute 
and authentic pedigree. I had heard of the care, the intelligence, the skill, 
and the abundant means, backed by a genuine manly sirortsinanship, which 
had for long generations been brought to bear ujion the breeding or the va¬ 
rious races of dogs useful in the pursuit of various kinds of game. 1 came 
feeling that here was the fountain of the best blood in almost any kind of 
breeding ; and that, inasmuch as shooting was not only a fashion but a pas¬ 
sion as well, with her well-bred gentlemen, 1 could easily find amongst 
theirs, innumerable kennels of purely and skillfully bred setters, with lin¬ 
eages as well ascertained as those of the noble houses. I came with the 
feeling that the thorough manliness of the English character must neces¬ 
sarily carry with it that truthfulness which all manliness implies, and that 
its sportsmanship, in turn the root and the outcrop of its manliness, would 
tolerate no taint of jockeyism.' In truth, in all that related to the robust 
sports of the field 1 came, and am still Anglo-phobic, wilh some little limi¬ 
tations. 

I wanted, and want still, to buy me a brace, or pair (as the proper term 
may be), of setters, not only well broken and tnoroughly fine in them¬ 
selves, but of such purity of breeding, Ihat I could both breed young dogs 
tor my own use, and have some right good ones to give to my friends at 
home! 

Naturallv I bethought me of your dog shows, supposing that in them 1 
should find, ns in your cattle show.s, the best blootl of the country. I was 
all the more inclined to attend them for seeing, in the lists of those stand¬ 
ing, to appearance, sponsoi-s for the skill and fair dealing in the manage¬ 
ment of these shows, the names of historic families, men of honored lin¬ 
eage, and honorable iiosition. I have attended some of lliese exhibitions, 
I have licen through England, Scotland, and Ireland. I have sought infor¬ 
mation through everv channel open to me. I have been treated with nni- 
foriii coiirti'sv. I have striven not to be inllueneed in my opinions save by 
what 1 saw,'and as to what I could not sec, by those only who, by their 
bearing, apiicarcd to be gentlemen, and, by their conversation, familiar 
with the subject and truthful. 

I have returned to London wilh the iinpressiou, whether ju.st or not, 1 
niiiy not perhaps, lie fully able to declare, but still w itb the impression, 
that most of your dog shows are managed, whether know-ingly to theirpat- 
rons or not, more in the intcrcsl of the dog-seller than of the dog-breeder; 
that there arc rings aiiiougst these dog-dciders, and that the jirizes are as 
often given to the owner as to the dog ; that the most important exhibitors 
wore men who, if they bred dogs at all, bred them rather to help the sale 
of those they tlid not breed. 1 came to have the impression that, in very 
many cases, the pedigrees rccoixled had no neccssarv relation to the trui- 
descent, and that, if a pointer or setter were called for, with a lineage dal 
ing from the landing of Noah's Ark, it could and would he given without a 
missing or doubtful link. I had expected to sec the traditional English 
squire, portly, red-faced, white-whiskered, hearty, bluff, honest, and a 
little loud-vofccd withal, but I didn't see him. He didn’t pul in an appear¬ 
ance, but his ttUrr tgo did, and he had block hair, was small-eyed, and 
hawk-nosed, as if, in some remote ages, his ancestors hod made pilgiimages 
to Solomon’s Temple, and in these degenerate days be might be a jiublican 
with just a hint of the sinner in him. I looked for the historic knight, tall, 
broad-shouldered, wilh air of command, and a following of liveried keeii 
ers, but he wasn’t there, and his aliet ogo had a faint flavor of bad gin about 
him, and he was rather tangled in his legs and h’s. Dear me! how my pre¬ 
conceptions vanished ! Now, am I all wrong? Arc these dog shows 
jockeyed only in the seeming? Are all prize-dogs paragon.s? Arc those 
most frequenting these exhibitions really the. fine old English squires or 
men of buckram and prunella, and rather jaunty prunella at that? Can 1 
.swallow the judgmcnls of these committees as good, sound, canine gospel? 
Are these dogs all so purely bred as if they had within their veins the 
blmid of the Howards, whatei cr lhat may be? Arc these pedigrees ns safe 
jo bank upon ns if they had liccn vecoixlcd in the Heraldic Office for long 
enough to become a part of the common law, or of the constitution of 
England? Arc there no “ ways that are dark, and tricks lhat are vain ’’ for 
which these dog gentry arc peculiar? Please tell me. I want to buy a pair 
of dogs (brace) and I am w illing to pay well for Ihciii, but I don’t want to 
be "fiddled.” , 

Finding myself in such a quandary, I next went to the dog-dealers them¬ 
selves, thinking that honesty being in a trade such a manifest sound ^licy 
ns to be almost, in a commercial people like yours, a specific kind of hon¬ 
esty, I might perhaps rely upon that as being strong enough to resist the 
sore temptations which beset the ]iaths of dealers in dog as well as horse- 
flesh. 

1 found a curious lot» curious at least to mc^ all unused as 1 am to the 
mysteries of the craft. I found one with heraldic devices in the panels of 
his coach. I found a few with the white choker and straight-breasted coats, 
which, to worldly folk,U8iially imply the clerical calling. Ifouhdsomewitb 
insignia on their breasts betokening brave deeds in battle. I found some 
living in handsome villas, with all the belongings of wealth alxmt them. 1 
found some in corduroy coals and questionable linen. They all had prize 
dogs and the, dcacendents of prize-takers. The only ones they had w hich 
they themselves had not bred were some procured by stealth or special fa¬ 
vor from some “his giaec’s ” kennel. 

They all hatl the purest blood in Bntaiu. Most of them would, as a mat¬ 
ter of special grace, on account of my being a foreigner, and agreeing to 
lake the dogs out of the country, so lhat rival breeders by no chance could 
get a drop of their royal blooil, sell me a brace for the trifle of one or two 
hundred guineas, more or less. The marvel of it was that each man’s ilogs 
were the best in the land, and all his neighbors had were curs. Somethings 
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me— several of the kennels had in them dogs which did not look 
'^eru m«cha^-so little akin Indeed that, but for the owner's most solemn 
Si^attonfone riven to wsplcion might have thought Just a mlgW 
SfffJheeTtouiiht in to keep the assortment go^. Then again. I saw now 
uSd then a^og^whose antediluvian mother may in her days

Being on the river a few evenings since in a sail boat, we disturbed a 
tlock of teal ducks, and as they circled around I shot into them and killed 
one, and made another lay so far behind the rest, that his death was only 
a question of time, and watching him as well as we could, wc saw him fall 
in water too shallow for us to reach him.

ANNUAL CLUB HUNT AT CAKLINVILLK. 


C.VHLLNVILLE; ILLS., Nov. 23, 1874. 

To THE EonTtB OK THE FIELD:— A meeting was held on Saturday Eve. 
last, to determine the time of holding the annual hunt, and also to choose 
sides. Judge T. L. Loomis was President, and W. E. P. Anderson, Secre¬ 
tary. Messrs. Chris. Keys and Jno. Hankins were chosen captains, and the 
time of holding the hunt set for Thursday, Dec. 4th. The supper and ball 
will be given on the Friday evening following. A good time has always 
been had at these annual reunions, and the prospects are favorable for a 
repetition this year. 

The annual hunt is objected to by some, because so much game is des¬ 
troyed, but I do not think that the extra amount of game killed amounts to 
very much. In the count of game, owls, crows, hawks, rabbits and squir¬ 
rels all count a great deal higher than quail and grouse. Quail only count 
two, rabbits ten, and grouse five, each; so you see that everybody naturally 
makes war on crow8,:owls, hawks, etc., which count twenty each. I will 
send a correct score of the game killed in the hunt. 

There has been no duck shooting in this section of the country, at all, 
this fall. 'Where are are all the ducks, geese, brant, etc.Y Have n’t they 
left the northern marshes yet? Wilson snipe have been very plenty here 
this fall, for the first time in many years. Quail shooting is only tolerably

DUCK SHOOTING A T FOX LAKE. 


To THE BIditob ok the Field: —Within a hundred yards of the Elgin 
Waltonian Club House, at Fox Lake, Ill., Uncle Chauncey Cochran pointed 
out to me the remains of an Indian corn field, the rows, now almost even 
with the surrounding turf, lying parallel, jnst as they had been formed 
years ago; while above them rose trees a hundred years old. Scattered 
along the shore, wc found flint arrow heads; and further buck in the forest 
lies the grave yard of a past race, speaking dumbly to us of the progress of 
events, and pointing with unerring finger, to a future generation that shall 
wander over our resting places, and look upon our work as the labor of 
children. Uncle Chauncey and myself had been left behind, by the crowd 
of guests who had taken the steamer for home that morning, and were now 
on their way down the river; while the club house was left dark and 
gloomy, its windows closed, its doors locked. 

The party had been there four days, and such a time of hilarious joy and 
ovci-flowing of fun and spirits had never gieeted the old forest, nor been 
echoed back by the placid waters of the lake, since the red man met to 
commemorate their annual dances and feasts in the long, long ago. The 
order of the day was without order. Everybody did just as he wished. 
Those who were intent on game, arose before the sun, and were out in the 
' rice with their boats, ready for the morning flight, and just as the day be¬ 
gan to dawn the sport began. Lining the channel were five or six, others 
on the lake’s bolder, while some few sat quietly fi.shiug. Bang! Bang! Bung! 
all along and around, while the mallanls and pin tails were driven from 
one party to another, only to fall victims. The teal scurried just above 
thejttlls and rice, to meet with a warm reception from all quarters. Such 
a fusilade soon; awoke the la/.y ones within the house, and even they did 

gixid shooting along the shore, as the frightened binls darted tow anl the 

timber in the vain efl'ort to escaiic the eager sportsmen. Soon the birds 
settled down in the center of the lake, for the morning was quiet, and only 
an occasional shot told of some late flight. About eight, the boys left thcii 
blinds, and turned their boats towartls the bouse again, and then the ladies 
wer^r^y to greet the lucky ones with words of upprobulion. \Nc had a 
good string of biids for the first morning; and the ti.sb hud entered into 

the spirit of the sport, judging by the number of bass, pickerel and wall¬ 
eyed pike laid out on the beach. A hearty breakfast followed, eaten with 
appetites made ravenous by the unusual exercise, then came the solace of 
tobacco, reading and relating of the morning exploits, each with his story 

to tell, Perry Chisholm explained how his gun kicked over the bout, and 

left him shoulder-deep in the river, while he kept on shooting and bugging 
a few more birds. Taylor, of the Advocaif, how he made long range shots, 
and how he never missed his biids (suspicious looking ducks, by the way), 
while the laughter made the woods resound, as each told his talc of misfor¬ 
tune. (Uncle Chauncey didn’t say anything, but his morning’s work 
amounted to wore than all put togeather). Thus the time passed till din¬ 
ner. The tables fairly groaned with the load of roasted, baked and broiled 
dneks and fish. It was a feast fit for the Gods. Had old “ Isaak ’’ been 
there, his month would have watered over the “ lay out.” Ed. Brass, that 
prince of rail road conductors, with his friend, Frank Warner ale what 
ought to have sufficed eight ordinary men, and still were not happy. Well, 
the table was eleaned. At three o’clock, all were ready to take positions foi 
the evening shooting, and the house was deserted by all except the cook. 
The ladies had gone on a sail bout, under the espionage of Uncle Abe Ker¬ 
shaw, one of God’s noblemen. Evening came, and with it the hunters, tired 
but well laden with game. After a supper, fac simile of diimer, the tables 
were taken away, and the music began. Dancing and singing was the or¬ 
der of the evening, and a merry time wc had of it. Each day was a rep¬ 
etition of the first, and now, they were gone, e.xcept Uucle Chauncey and 
myself. 

We were on our way to Rob. Stanley’s house for a days hunting. About 
eight, Rob and myself, with the dog in one boat, and Chauncy in the canoe 
started for Pisaqua lake. The day was just right, a little eloudy, and the 
wind 8. E. After two hours hard pull, we reached our ground, and going 
on shore, wc cut brush for a cover. We fixed it about twenty yards from 
shore, just in the edge of the rice, put out our decoys, and before wc could 
get position, had lost several fine shots. The forenoon flight was good, 
and wc had a good many birds in the water before the evening shooting 
began. Then the fun did begin. The teal would come swooping down 
with the wind, and just as they would get ready to settle, they would get 
the contents of six barrels; but the mallards, pin tails, red heads and blue 
bills were more prudent. We laid low as they circled around us, and then 
when satisfied, they stooped to join the decoys, how nicely they would tip 
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weighed down by a few number six shot. I have shot a good many days 
at duck, but that day is an epoch in my sporting experience, and I wiil 
venture the remark that Rob. Stanley la one of the most expert, genial and 
gentlemanly duck hunters, it was ever my good fortune to hunt with. I 
remained with him and Uncle Chaunoey Cochran for ten days, and had fair 
luck all the time. 

I will here repeat what I said in my lost letter, that is, to you who de¬ 
sire a good days hunt, drop a line to R. E. Stanly, McHenry, McHenry Co., 
111., and he will meet you by appointment, and care for you as long as you 
desire to stay with him at most moderate ratss. Hoping to meet some of 
the readers of the Field on the hunting grounds of Fox or Pisaqua lakes, 
1 remain.

LF.l'TER hROM "CALAMINK." 


Chicago, Nov. 23, 1874. 

To THE Eunoii OK THE FiELD.—At tho fool of Sixteenth street, extend¬ 
ing southwaril, there used to be a succession of sand-hills. It was here 
that the garrison of Fort Dearborn was massacred in 1812, on their march 
to Detroit, so graphically described in the late Mrs. John H. Kinzie's 
*’ Waubun ’’: the facts of which were furnished by Mrs. Helm, a sister of 
the late John H. Kinzic, who was then a girl, and witnessed the dreadful 
scene. 

In 1834, and aftertvards, great quantics of Curlew, both straight and 
sickle-bill,used to breed in these sand-hills, and afforded much sport. There 
were few S|K)vtsmcn of us then with our smelling flogs and scatter guns, as 
the riflemen used to call us somewhat derisively. As deer were then plenty 
between here and Ainsworth’s, such small game was beneath their notice ; 
equally so the huntsmen that shot them. Although we all joined in a Jeer 
hunt-. Lorin Graves, Dick Wilson, Henry G. Hubbard, M. Beanbieu, Capt. 
E. Hugunin, John Bates, Ashley Gilbert, Dan Stanton, etc., etc. A few 
coon were caught napping occasionally in a hollow tree. I recollect Lorin 
Graves (brother of Henry) killing six young curlew at one shot on the wing, 
which puls me in mind of a story as Lincoln used to say. A couple of gen¬ 
tlemen in Mississippi, in a buggy, in quest of game, came across a “ darkey,” 
and inquired if there was any game in that vicinity? Oh, yes, he replied: 
Massa went over the “ Bayou " and killed lots of them yesterday. “ What 
kind?” Woodcocks, stiuirrels, 8ni|tcs, ducks, geese, etc. ’• Did he shoot 
them on the wing? ” Oh, yes, some on the wing, some on the head, and 
some on the fail. 

Wolves were very plenty in those days. A strip of timber c.xtcudcd 
from Randolph street, on the cast side of the South Branch up perhaps as 
far as Archer avenue, several blocks in width in places. As the prairie 
fires were kept out by the river, a thick undergrowth grew up, and this was 
the prairie wolf's “Paradise.” Geo. W. Dole had a slaughter house 
on the bank of the river, say at the ciossing of what is now 12th street, 
where beef was manufactured for home consumption, and the offal thrown 
on the ice in the river. Mr. Wolf boarded on the “ European Plan " ; that 
is, he would get his meals on the ice, and snooze in the under-brush. Some¬ 
times, just at night, and through loop-holes in the side of the building, we 
would tickle a few with a rifle-ball or buck shot—in the former case a piece 
of putty being put on the forward sight in order to see it in the twilight; 
but then they were so near one could not well miss them. 

Fishing then on the North Branch, was superb. In company with Doct. 
.lohn T. Temple {Father-in-Law of Thomas Hoyne, Esq., now living in St. 
Louis, and a most accomplished six>rtsman), we used to have no dlfllcnlty 
in getting all the pickerel we wanted, just below Noble's saw mill. Then, 
again, mallard, leal and wood-duck bred in groat numbers on the North 
Branch, while the South Branch was monopolized by the “Blue Bills” as 
soon as they arrived from the " Arctic Circle,” where they nest, and not 
generally this side of it, as is the case with many other ducks. No “ Red- 
Head’s” nest has ever been discovered, except a few that were probably 
wounded, that bred occasionally in the vicinity where they were hurt. The 
same is true of the Blue Bill. 

But to return to the “Red Head.” Doct. Kane in his explorations to dis¬ 
cover the open “Polar Sea” mentions that flights of ducks were seen going 
northward from the highest northern point he could attain. Again, Ken- 
nicott, you know, was sent to the northern regions by the Smithsonian In¬ 
stitute, and the Pioneer Audubon Club, of Chicago, and under the auspices 
of the Gov. General of Canada, (Simpson, I think) and had an order on all 
the Hudson Bay Companies to give him every facility in the way of dog 
sleds, dogs, etc. for the benefit of science. After a two years sojum, and 
on his return, in colloquial conversations with members of the club, I re¬ 
collect that he said, that among the myriads of eggs that he had collected. 


he had never been far enough north to fluid a “ Red Head’s Nest.” Tho 
flrst duck that comes in the Spring of the year is the “ Red Head.” I have 
seen them, on the Kankakee come when just a hole was broken in the mal¬ 
ted ice, followed by the " Golden Eye.”

WANTED—A BLACKFOOTED FERRET.

To THE EuiTon OK The Field.—W ill you kindly aid me, through the 
columns of your pajmr, in my efforts to procure a Black-Footed Ferret! 
This is a very rare animal, of which no satisfactory specimens arc in the bauds 
of naturalists ; in fact until recently, it was only known by a descripiiou 
published twenty years ago. It is like a large whitish mink, with black 
paws, black across the face and on the end of the tail. It is supposed t<i 
inhabit parts of Kansas, Dakota, Nebraska, Colorado and Wyoming ; liv¬ 
ing along the streams and out on the plains in the burrows of the prairie 
dogs, ui>on which it feeds. There cun be no mistake about it, as no animal 
of this country is at all like it. I should be, particularly obliged to any one 
who would send me a dried skin, accompanied hy the skull, or a wliole ani¬ 
mal preserved in spirits. I would gladly pay expenses, and give lhcproi>er 
credit in the work upon North American Mammals, on which I am now 
engaged. EiiLiorr Coves. 

Cricket. —Our St. Louis correspondent writes us that “The St. Louis 
Cricket Club held their last meeting of the season on Nov. 20, when ar¬ 
rangements were made to place the club on a sound fooling for ne.vt year. 
They lose none of their playing members, and have made several additions 
that will strengthen them in the field. This club claims the honor of 
having revived cricket in the West. Since its organization in the spring, 
clubs have been formed at Chicago, Toledo, Elkhart, Ind., Springfield, 111., 
Nora, Ill., Bunker Hill, Ill., and some of the old players of Cincinnati are 
talking of getting into harness next season. Indianapolis, which once hud 
a good eleven, has as yet made no sign.” 

Shad cacoht is the Mississippi. —One of our traveling corrcsitondcnis 
writes us from Davenport, la., that one of the noted anglers of that pluci! 
caught recently some shad, in the Missi.ssiiipi river, weighing up to two 
and a half pounds each. This is something quite unusual, and a consider¬ 
able time has elapsed since shad were seen in that vicinity. 


Fish Fighting. —Fish fights may become fashionable, us the French 
authorities in importing for culture many varieties of Chinese and Japan 
fish have secured some of the fighting sort from Aunum. In that country 
fish matches are arranged as follows : “ They select two combatants of a 
dark color and put them in separate glass bottles, which they then place 
close together. The fish immediately begin to watch each other; their 
hues change ; they become black, the tail and fins grow phosphorescent 
and the eyes sparkle with peculiar lustre. They soon nish toward each 
other, but are stopped by the bottles. When their rage is at its highest 
they arc liberated and placed in the same reservor, and a furious combat 
takes place until one being defeated takes s.afcry in flight, again changing 
its tint to whitish gray.” 

Sir John Astley, of the Ixmdon Jockey Club, proiioses to rule that no 
horse which has not been in England three months shall not run in the 
handicap races. This seems inteded to rule out French horses, many of 
which have lately been winners in England.

The English Champion at Home Again. 


Last week we printed an English opinion uijon the recent Cook-Kudolphe 
match. We print this week a second article from the same paper, iLaml 
and iVaitr^ which is supplementary to the former article, but written in 
a uiuch more generous strain. It acknowledges that Cook s American and 
English admirers were both deluded with the idea that Cook s familiarity 
with the English tables would be of as much service to him in playing the 
‘‘French” game thereupon, as lludolphc’s knowledge of the “ jMasse” stroke 
would be to him, and that they would stand upon a uearly ctiual footing. 
In fact, if any one had the best of it, it was generally conceded that the 
advantage lay with Cook. In shots retiuiring the use of the cushion it was 
conceded that Cook was superior; a.s indeed he ought to be to any one on 
this side of the water. For, although he Is the undoubted champion of all 
England, which title he may have acquired by reason of bis iirowess at the 
" spot" stroke, yet his very familiarity, with the stmeture and speed of 
the English cushion, gave him a conceded advantage over any player we 
have: even with the allowance that there might be playere in England 
superior to Mr. Cook in the execution of cushion caroms. 

There has been one lesson taught by this match, and that is, that the 
" French” game can have no attractions when played uimn English tables. 
The tables are so vast in comparison with the tables upon which we play 
the French game, and the balls so much smaller, (only 21-16 in. diBm.)that 
one might as well put cushions around a ten acre lot, and try to play 
“ French.” Two other considerations seem to render such a game dull; in 
the tirst place, the presence of ixickets (and six at that) destroys all chance 
for that cro.ss cushion play from corner to corner, which is one of the strong 
points uuderordinary circumstances: the second consideration is based upon 
the supposition that the player is wholly unacquainted with the “ Masse” 
stroke. The English and French games, considered jointly, introduce 
every possible stroke which can demand acute vision, and judgment to 
exercise on the elasticity of both ball and cushion. But each rctinires its 
special tables. As English players have cultivated the “hazard” stroke 
to the exclusion of those requiring the aid of the cushion, they make but a 
poor record on a table wherefrom “ jKickets” are excluded. The French 
player is proficient in just such strokes as the English player is deficient in, 
and as his game requires no “pockets,” it only siioils a beautiful game to 
play it upon a table that has them. 

Evidently inspired by personal infomiation from Mr. Cook himself, the 
writer does not treat us this time with such a shower of abuse as before. 
On the contrary, he says that Mr. Cook was treated throughout “ with the 
greatest kindness and hospitality." Mr. Cook intends to introduce an 
American custom, which we arc sure will find favor as being a much more 
uniform lest of a player’s strength, than the English system of “handi¬ 
capping." We refer to what we call " tournaments,” for lack of a more 
appropriate name; wherein each, of a number of players, contests one 
'game with every other player; the winner of the greatest number of games 
to be entitled to the emblem of superiority and such other more serviceable 
prizes as he may become entitled to. 

The writer also embodies in bis article some timely remarks upon the 
“ honor” of professional billiard players, which we hope all our profes¬ 
sionals will read and profit thereby. We had already prepared an article 
touching somewhat uiion the same points, but the writer of the article 
below has expressed himself so much better than we could hope to do, that 
we can do no better than to call attention to the terse sentences wherein 


professional billiard players will find a pocket-volumu of wisdom. The

In the recent visit of Cook to America it i.s well know n that no I'lRyp' 
could be found to even aiiproach him in the ordinary English game of bil¬ 
liards. The few exhibition matches therefore that he played were to 
absurdly one-sided that anything like a match for money was out of the 
question. A match, however, at the French cannon game with one of the 
leading French players of New York, viz; Rudolphe, was arrang^, and 
Cook and his friends imagined that if the game were played on the English 
table that Cook took over with him and with English balls, these advant¬ 
ages would more than counterbalance his comparative ignorance of the 
game The result, however, is now well known; the push stroke was 
burred, as, in our opinion, it ought to be in every game The h rcnch play¬ 
ers are, however, proficient iu a stroke that more than compensates for 
the push, and this stroke is the “ Masse," which may be defined as causing 
the ball— i. e., the striker's ball—to travel in a curved line either before or 
after contact with the object ball For instance, supi)o.se the three balls to 
be in a straiubt line about two inches apart from one another, the ncaro.si 
bull being the striker's, a good French player can, with the greatest case, 
bv raising his cue almost pcrpcndicularfy and striking downwoirds hard, 
so that at the finish of his stroke the lop of his cue comes down with a bang ou 
the cloth, cause his ball to describe a curve and cannon, llis ball, in fact, 
runs first u little to the right, and then runs back again on the other tw’o 
balls The striker’s ball is, when struck iu the way we have described, 
placed under the action of two forces, one of which causes it to move or 
slide along the cloth ; the other force is a rotatory one, or, in other word.s 
the ball is spinning. This rotatory motion overcomes the other force, ami 
causes the ball to suddenly slop and take anothei; direction Those who 
have watched a boy sometimes throw his hoop some little distance in front 
of him and make it run back, will he better able to understand the stroke 
we have attempted to describe. , , ......
